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Plans for 350 homes 
on outskirts of town 


MEETING HOUSING NEEDS OF LYME AND UPLYME SAY DEVELOPERS 


PLANS for 350 new homes on the outskirts of 
Lyme Regis have been unveiled. 

A development company, Hallam Land Management 
Limited (HML), staged an exhibition of provisional plans 
for the development on agricultural land adjacent to Sid- 
mouth Road, in the parish of Uplyme, owned by 
landowner and farmer George Allhusen of nearby Pinhay 
House. 

Plans have yet to go before East Devon Council, but the 
Bristol-based firm contends that the development of fam¬ 
ily homes will meet the foreseeable housing needs for 
both Lyme and Uplyme.

The 42-acre site runs alongside the A3052 from Stile 
Lane to Gore Lane, taking in the existing Sidmouth Road 
park and ride which would be resited if planning approval 
was obtained. 

The plans, unveiled at a public exhibition in the Wood- 
mead Halls on Thursday of last week, included a vehic¬ 
ular access from Sidmouth Road, provision for sports 
pitches, an open space, a new woodland and allotments. 

No consultation 

The exhibition attracted a great deal of interest with 
councillors from East Devon, including district council 
leader Paul Diviani and local member Ian Thomas, and 
councillors from West Dorset District Council, Lyme 
Regis Town Council and Uplyme Parish Council, some 
of whom were angry that they had not been consulted be¬ 
fore, in attendance. 

The site is within an area of outstanding natural beauty 
but outside the settlement boundary in East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Council’s Local Plan, which is currently under re¬ 


view. The development would accommodate up to 350 
new homes. Whilst the exact mix of housing would be 
determined at the detailed design stage, it is anticipated 
this will comprise a variety of one to five bedroom homes 
which could include starter homes, family homes and re¬ 
tirement living. 

The development will also include a proportion of af¬ 
fordable housing, say the developers. 

A statement from HLM said: “It is anticipated that the 
detailed design of new homes and buildings will embrace 
local character which will help the development relate to 
its setting. The guiding principle will be to deliver a res¬ 
idential environment of attractive well-designed homes, 
streets and green space to create an enduring and desir¬ 
able place in which to live.” 

On the question of the impact additional traffic gener¬ 
ated by the development might have, the developers said 
an assessment had concluded that whilst there would be 
an inevitable increase in traffic, the local network could 
accommodate this increase and “no significant adverse 
effects will occur”

ARTHUR Watson, along with his wife, Janet 
Watson, is the owner of the Riverside Restau¬ 
rant in West Bay. 

The family has owned the restaurant since 
1960 and Arthur and Janet took over in 1964, 
and they are now celebrating 50 years at the 
helm. 

Their grandson, Eli, works alongside them as 
part of the chef team, while their son Tom has 
his own restaurant in Switzerland on the 
shores of Lake Geneva. 


■ THE Riverside restaurant has been around for 
more than 50 years. Could you tell us a bit about 
its history? 

The early history of the Riverside was a simple cafe 
that catered for the demands of the locals and visi¬ 
tors, most of whom came by train or bus and 
camped out. Many coach companies used West Bay 
as a destination for day trips and the demand was 
for cream teas and simple meals. It was always a ren¬ 
dezvous for the local fishermen and the domino 
school lasted well into the night. 

■ SO the Riverside has played a key role in the 
local community during that time? 

Yes. There has been a refreshment point on the site 
of the present Riverside since the 1920s. First of all a 
tent, then some sheds, then bigger sheds incorpo¬ 
rating West Bay Post Office and finally, after the dis¬ 
astrous floods of the early seventies, the present 
building which was constructed in 1976 to a design 
from the CZWG architectural partnership. Additions 
have since been made. During the 50 years we have 
also been able to employ some 400 young people 
during the holidays to give them a taste of work ex¬ 
perience and to earn money of their own. 

■ THE Riverside is now renowned for its vast se¬ 
lection of seafood and local produce. When did 
that start? 

Everything changed in the 1980s when local people 
began to go abroad and wanted foods they had 
tasted on their holidays. Also the advent of second 
home ownership began. The traditional menu was 
no longer in demand and we turned to seafoods, as 
the finest quality was available on the doorstep. 
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■ BEING a well known seafood restaurant that 
sources many of its food locally, do you cater for 
other tastes? 

Yes, although seafood has remained our main theme 
ever since, we do provide alternatives for people 
who do not enjoy fish. Our theme has always been 
to buy locally wherever possible and more than 90 
per cent of our raw materials are from local sources. 

■ THE Riverside Restaurant has won the Taste of 
the West Gold award for the fourth time this year 
and featured in the Observer's Top 10. Do you 
have any tips for success? 

We are all delighted to be awarded the Taste of the 
West Gold Star again. This award is based upon an 
unannounced visit from experienced judges and is 
hard to get. Customer loyalty has enabled us to keep 
going for all of our 50 years and our staff have built 
up great relationships with customers. Chilly, the 
manager has been with us for some 30 years, Sue 
our restaurant manager more than 20, Nick the pro¬ 
duce buyer and chef nearly as long, and Tony, our 
highly skilled and inventive Head Chef is nearing 10 
years. 

■ THE Riverside also hosts themed nights. Do 
you have any coming up soon? 

We are holding two special themed menu nights in 
May. Both dates are for Friday evenings. Our event 
on May 9th is based upon Spanish Cuisine and on 
May 16th we will have local lobster dishes as the 
theme.

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Reason council meetings were not held 


AT the recent controversial annual town meet¬ 
ing in Lyme Regis under-fire councillors 
urged the packed hall to attend council meet¬ 
ings to make up their own minds about how 
the town was run rather than relying on the re¬ 
ports in this newspaper. 

The View from Lyme Regis agreed to publish the dates 
of meetings free of charge so people knew when they 
were taking place. But since the annual meeting - held 
on Friday, April 11th - no meetings have been held with 
residents turning up only to find a “postponed” or “can¬ 
celled” sign on the Guildhall door. 

The first meeting to be postponed was the Tourism and 
Economic Development meeting held on Wednesday, 
April 16th because there were no items to discuss. No 
cancellation notice was displayed. 

Two meetings were scheduled for Wednesday of last 
week (April 23rd) - Human Resources at 6.30 pm and 
the council’s most influential committee - Strategy and 
Policy - at 7 pm.

A number of residents were planning to attend this 
meeting as the agenda included some important issues 
due for discussion, including new uses for the community 
rooms at the Jubilee Pavilion and the future of the Straw¬ 
berry Field. 

But earlier that day another “postponed” sign went up 
on the door with an explanation why the meeting was not 
being held and had been put back to tonight (Wednes¬ 
day). 

On the day of last week’s meeting a letter from keen 
council observer and former council employee Derek 
Hallett querrying whether the two meetings due to be 
held the following night were lawful was delivered to all 
councillors and the town clerk. 

Mr Hallett pointed put that the meetings could be “ille¬ 
gal” as the statutory notice had not been given. 

His actions were later criticised as being “petty” by 


councillors on the social 
networking site Face- 
book. 

In an interview ith the 
View from Lyme Regis, 

Mr Hallett explained his 
actions. 

He said: “I was unable 
to attend the annual 
town meeting so I sent a 
letter to the town clerk 
asking for it to be read 
out. The town clerk told 
the meeting it was too 
long to read out - it ac¬ 
tually took less than 
three minutes to read - 
and precised it to a cou¬ 
ple of minutes. I was re¬ 
ally angry about this because I was denied my right, as 
an elector of Lyme Regis, to have my say. 


“I started looking into this situation and in doing so 
came across in the council’s standing orders that the no¬ 
tice period required for publicising meetings - three work¬ 
ing days, not including the day of posting, the day of the 
meeting, or weekends - and this had clearly been ignored 
in the case of the Human Resources and Strategy and Pol¬ 
icy meetings. I wrote to the town clerk pointing this out. 
and he replied agreeing that the requisite notice had not 
been given on this occasion due to the Easter Bank holi¬ 
day and thanking me for informing him. 

“Actuually, I think I did the council a favour because I 
am advised that had those meetings gone ahead any de¬ 
cisions takenwould have been null and void. 

“I have been shown the postings on Facebook from 
Councillors Rikey Austin and Lucy Campbell and am 
surprised that they were prepared to ignore the council’s 
own standing orders.” 

Mr Hallett added: “I am happy with the town clerk’s ex¬ 
planation and as far as I am concerned the matter is 
closed.”

"Uplyme Parish councillors Peter Whiting, Andrew 
Turner, John Garland, Paulene Frost and David Ostler at¬ 
tended the public meeting at the Woodmead Halls in 
Lyme Regis regarding a proposed development of some 
350 houses on 17.8 hectares of land between Shire Lane 
and Gore Lane on the A3052. 

“Councillors were disappointed that such skimpy and 
short notice had been given, and wondered why the meet¬ 
ing wasn’t held in Uplyme despite previous contact from 
the chairman, and also about the reason for the undue 
haste before local plans demonstrating housing need were 
in force. 

“Councillor Whiting said: ‘Despite the development 
being wholly within the parish of Uplyme, there was 
scant mention of the name on the display boards, the 
wording being very much geared towards Lyme Regis:

the development being ‘on Sidmouth Road, Lyme 
Regis’.” 

“We, and members of the public, were very concerned 
that so little attention seems to have been focused on 
where all these new households would work, send their 
children to school, park in Lyme, or receive medical at¬ 
tention - or will they largely be holiday and second 
homes? 


Incorrect statement 

“Although the presentation said a transport study had 
been completed and estimated the number of extra traffic 
movements at 170 or so per day, Hallam Land Manage¬ 
ment, the development company, confirmed that this 
statement was incorrect, and no such study had yet been 
completed or was available for inspection, which calls 
into question the accuracy of other statements in the pro¬ 
posal. 

‘For example, Gore Lane is already used as a rat run 
despite being a steep single-track lane with passing 
places, and even this low number of extra journeys is 
problematic. Our other concerns include the infrequent 
public transport and dangerous route without a pavement 
for over 500m into Lyme, whether or not utilities such as 
gas would be available to the development, and how their 
installation would disrupt local traffic.

but doesn’t seem to have been paid much attention in this 
exercise. 

“We were somewhat perplexed at the site maps which 
apparently show nowhere near the 350 houses mentioned. 
As our district councillor, Ian Thomas, pointed out, the 
proposed housing density is more appropriate for an 
urban development, rather than one situated in an envi¬ 
ronmentally sensitive rural area. Work by both EDDC 
and WDDC to justify housing need in the area has not 
been concluded to say that so many houses are appropri¬ 
ate. Estimates of the proportion of affordable housing also 
seemed to vary from 25% to 40% according to whom you 
spoke.” 

“Residents of Lyme Regis present were worried that 
any affordable housing, and all the section 106 benefits 
and council tax, would go outside the town under current 
arrangements. Uplyme councillors suspect that a bound¬ 
ary change would eventually be requested if the develop¬ 
ment goes ahead, and once a precedent had been set, what 
was to prevent further urbanisation to the west? 

“The proposed site is a prominent one on the skyline of 
the East Devon AONB, and because the site was very vis¬ 
ible from the west, the company’s landscape architect ad¬ 
mitted that it would need ‘some landscaping.” 

Lyme Regis town clerk John Wright said there had be 
no consultation with his council prior to the exhibition at 
the Woodmead halls and that the matter would be con¬ 
sidered by the Planning and Highway Committee on 
Tuesday, May 6th.

Last September 2,200 guitarists of all 
ages and abilities came together on the 
beach to simultaneously play Buddy 
Holly’s classic pop song ‘Rave On’, led 
by the Lyme-bred TV and musical star 
Billy Geraghty and a house band of Lyme 
musicians. The event set a UK record for 
the largest number of guitarists to perform 


together and organisers claimed the title 
as Britain’s Biggest Band. 

This year, on Saturday September 6 th , 
Guitars On The Beach will have another 
attempt at the Guinness world record, cur¬ 
rently held by Poland, who drew more 
than 6,000 guitarists to play together in 
2009. 

Already more than 3,000 guitarists have 
joined the Lyme big band, who will this 
year play Status Quo’s hit ‘Rocking All 
Over The World’. 

Organisers are encouraging more young 
people to join the huge band and have 
asked guitarists to teach the record-bid 
song to their children and grandchildren.

A OTB spokesman said: ‘Guitars On 
The Beach is an extension of the Govern¬ 
ment’s National Music Plan, which aims 
to encourage children to learn a musical 
instrument. So we are delighted that the 
Prime Minister has seen this connection 
and has given our event his backing. 

‘We have already beaten the US and 
German attempts on the world record and 
now we’re going after the Poles’ hold on 
it. 

‘We may not beat the Polish record this 
year, but we will one year and Guitars On 
The Beach will keep going until Lyme 
wins the record for Britain. 

‘But the success of GOTB is not just 
setting a new record. Many people who 
took part last year had never played a gui¬ 


tar before, but 
they learnt the 
chords for one 
song so that they 
could say ‘I did 
it, I’m part of 
Britain’s 
Biggest Band’.

O NE of the most iconic craft in the 
world of gig racing has been given a 
new home - a huge feather in the cap 
of the buoyant Lyme Regis Gig Club. 

The arrival of the Atlantic Challenge Bantry Bay gig 
Integrite was greeted at The Cobb by the Gig Club 
Shanty Singers and a large crowd, including Deputy 
Mayor Councillor Anita Williams, standing in for Mayor 
Sally Holman who was on twinning duty in St George's 
Buruda. 

The sail and oar-powered boat was built by the late 
John Kerr, boat builder and founder of Atlantic Chal¬ 
lenge GB, in his workshop in Llandysul, West Wales in 
1992. 

The Atlantic Challenge promotes seamanship and al¬ 
lows young people to compete against each on an in¬ 
ternational basis. 

With Integrite now being based in Lyme, it is hope 
that local young people will have the opportunity of

winning a place on the 38 foot craft. 

Considered to be real greyhounds of the sea, the 
Bantry Bay gigs are wooden replicas of late 18th cen¬ 
tury longboats, and are modelled on an existing origi¬ 
nal gig left behind in Bantry Bay, Ireland, by the 
invading French fleet of 1796. 

Some 55 of the boats have been built, often by com¬ 
munities. 

Taking care of Integrite and racing her is to become 
a sister project for Lyme Regis Gig Club, and will have 
its own committee who will undertake fundraising and 
oversee the storage, maintenance and management of 
the gig in partnership with Lyme Regis Development 
Trust.

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Two way fight in council 


THE by-election to fill the vacancy on Lyme Regis 
Town Council created by the controversial resigna¬ 
tion of county and district councillor Daryl Turner 
will be a two-way fight. 

The town will go to the polls to fill the vacancy on 
Thursday, May 22nd - the same day as the Euro elec¬ 
tions. 

The two candidates are Woodroffe schoolteacher 
Seoras Strain and locally bom Cheryl Reynolds, who 
is Councillor Turner’s sister. 

Mr Strain put himself forward in the by-election 
last November caused by the resignation of Jill New¬ 
ton, but was beaten into second place by veteran 
councillor Stan Williams, polling 226 votes in a low 
26 per cent turn out. 

Mr Seoras lives in Shute. near Axminster, but qual¬ 
ifies to stand because he works within the parish of 
Lyme Regis teaching religious studies and politics 


CHARMOUTH'S longest serving parish council chair¬ 
man has resigned claiming that there has been an or¬ 
chestrated campaign in the village to blacken his 
name. 

Councillor Mallory Hayter has stood down after 
being exonerated by West Dorset District Council 
after complaints were made against him over the ap- 
pointement of his son-in-law as the council's works 
manager. 

The controversy split the village and led to the res¬ 
ignation of six parish councillors, some of whom put 
themselves forward again at the subsequent by-elec¬ 
tion. 

Councillor Hayter stood down as chairman to be 
replaced by district councillor Jane Bremner last year 
but vowed to continue as a member to clear his 
name. 

In a letter to parish clerk Lisa Tuck, Councillor Hayter

In his election address for the November by-elec¬ 
tion he said one of his priorities was to ensure there 
was a sustainable and inclusive approach for youth 
provision in Lyme Regis and wholly supported the 
skatepark project.

She has been a recent regular attender at council 
meetings and at the recent annual town meeting 
made an impassioned plea to councillors to improve 
their behaviour and respect each other. 


said: "The past 12 months have not been easy after 
what I can only describe as an orchestrated campaign 
to try and blacken my character, but I was deter¬ 
mined to stay until I had cleared my name. 

"The lies that were told at the 2013 annual parish 
meeting about my family and myself beggared belief, 
I hope that no one else ever has to go through what 
we have endured because of my commitment as a 
councillor. 

"The investigation by the monitoring officer after 
the complaint proved my innocence but I know that 
there will be no apologies from the guilty parties. 

"All I can say is that I was proud to serve the com¬ 
munity and my aim was always to try and get things 
done, and never to be somebody." 

Mr Hayter concluded by thanking Lisa Tuck for her 
"supporty, knowledge and commitment" during his 
time as council chairman. 


New uses for shelters 
community rooms? 

TOWN councillors in Lyme Regis will tonight (Wednes¬ 
day) consider possible future uses for the underused com¬ 
munity rooms in the Jubilee Pavilion. 

A report from town clerk John Wright goes before 
tonight’s Strategy and Policy Committee revealing that 
the Marine Parade shelters make an annual loss of 
£26,000 which will rise to £37,000 per anum over the 
next ten years. 

The cost of the shelters regeneration was £1.4 million 
of which the town council contributed £686,000. 

Mr Wright’s report acknowledges that the shelters are a 
significant asset to the seafront but that the Lister and 
Langmoor Community rooms have been poorly mar¬ 
keted. 

Councillors will discuss the possibility of leasing out 
the community rooms, possibly for a tea room, and also 
the ground level store rooms.

Other events will include a wartime variety show by 
local players at the Woodmead Halls on June 6th, a swing 
dance with The Three Counties Swing Band at the Wood- 
mead Halls on June 7th and a major exhibition at the 
Town Museum in tribute to the 11 men from the Lyme 
area who died in the Normandy conflict. 

Tickets for the variety show cost £5 and £8 for swing 
dance and are available through the Tourist Information 
Centre. 

Lyme is to be turned red, white and blue for the D-Day 
weekend. Every trader in Broad Street, the Town Mill 
and throughout the town will be asked to fly a Union Jack 
or a Stars And Stripes outside their premises as part of 
the town’s ‘Flags For Heroes’ salute. 

Public eye 

“We want to see flags flying everywhere for this com¬ 
memoration. Our town will be in the public eye, this 
salute to both the Lyme men and the GIs who died is im¬ 
portant and it would be great to see all of Lyme rise to 
the occasion as only Lyme can,’ said David Manners, 
chairman of the Lyme Regis D-Day Commemorations 
Committee. 

“Businesses in Broad Street were provided with Union 




Jacks last year to mark Armed Forces Day. We want all 
of our traders who still have those flags and fly them 
above their premises for the weekend. Anyone who has a 
Stars And Stripes is asked to fly that too. 

“We are making a big noise about D-Day in Lyme be¬ 
cause Lyme will be the only town in Dorset which is 
marking the anniversary on the actual day. 

“There will never be another day like this in history; by 
the time we get to the 80th anniversary of D-Day, almost 
all of those who remember the day will not be with us. 
So it is down to Lyme to put on a good show now. 

“The GIs developed close friendships and relationships 
with many people in the town. Some of them took war 
brides who tragically never saw their men again after they 
left Lyme for D-Day. 

“Many residents who are now pensioners remember the 
kindness that the GIs showed them when they were chil¬ 
dren; the chocolate, the oranges, the poignant way they 
gave the local kids all of their change as they marched 
away down Broad Street, many of them to be dead within 
days. 

‘It is vitally important that we also honour the 11 men 
of the Lyme area who died in the Normandy campaign. 
A number of their descendants still live in the town and I 
hope that they will join us in this salute to their relatives. 

Pride of Dorset 

“There is much to commemorate. Lyme has long been 
called the Pearl of Dorset, now is the hour for us to be the 
Pride of Dorset.’ 

Organisers are appealing for a local benefactor to step 
forward and fund the printing of a D-Day banner to be 
strung across the top of Broad Street. 

They are also asking residents to join in the commem¬ 
orations by lending wartime Lyme photographs and mem¬ 
orabilia to add to a large D-Day display which will be 
mounted at the Jubilee Pavilion, or by baking from Vic¬ 
tory cookbooks. 

“We want the whole town involved and there’s many 
ways to help,’ said Mr Manners. 

“We have already collected an impressive display of 
wartime photographs but we would be keen to see any 
others and hear any memories that residents might have. 
We’re also asking the cooks of the town to bake D-Day 
scones from a wartime recipe, as refreshments to those 
taking part in the parade.’ 


WARTIME SCONES (FARLS) 

8oz (225 gjrolled oats or medium oatmeal 
2 oz (50g) self-raising flour sifted with 1 teaspoon baking 
powder or plain flour sifted with 1.5 teaspoons baking 
powder 

1-1.5 oz (25-40g) margarine or cooking fat 
1-2 oz (25-50g) sugar 
Half a pint (150ml) milk 


Eleven men from the Lyme area died in the Normandy 
campaign. More than 200 men of the 16th Infantry Reg¬ 
iment died on D-Day, June 6th 1944. 

The names of all of the fallen will be read by Lyme 
schoolchildren in a roll of honour and a bronze plaque 


commissioned by the 16th Infantry Regiment Association 
will be officially unveiled at Bell Cliff to mark US links 
with the town. 

A representative of the regiment association will fly 
from the US for the ceremony. Lyme’s D-Day organisers 
are delighted that a local B&B proprietor has offered to 
provide him with accommodation for the weekend. 

The local men who died in the Normandy campaign 
were: (from Lyme) Capt Bryan Teague, 46 Commando 
Royal Marines; Pte Edward Broom, 1st Batt Dorsetshire 
Regiment; Pte Cecil Gollop, 1st Batt Dorsetshire Regi¬ 
ment; Cpl George Pearce, 1st Batt Dorsetshire Regiment; 
Pte Roy Bartlett, 4th Batt Dorsetshire Regiment; Lance 
Sgt Leonard Collier, 6th Batt The Green Howards; Pte 
Frederick Grattan, 5th Batt East Yorkshire Regiment; 
Lieut Reginald Whistler, Welsh Guards; Capt Adrian 
Malcolm-King, Royal Scots Fusiliers, from Rocombe; 
Sgt Lawrence Webster, 4th Batt Dorsetshire Regiment, 
from Charmouth; Gunner Ronald Webber, 72nds 
Medium Regiment Royal Artillery. 

Significant number 

David Tucker, director of the Lyme Regis Museum, 
said: “Eleven men from a small place like Lyme and its 
surrounding area is a very significant number. 

“The Dorset 1st and 4th Battalions really did go through 
a terrible time and things were every bit as difficult and 
horrid in mid-July 1944 as they were on June 6th. The 
exhibition and tribute at the museum will go on until 
July.” 

From November 1943 to June 1944, C Company of the 
1st Battalion of the 16th Infantry Regiment were billeted 
in Lyme, under the command of Captain Victor Briggs. 
C Company headquarters were at the top of Woodmead 
Road. 

Capt Briggs was awarded the Distinguished Service 
Cross, the USA’s second-highest military honour, for his 
bravery on D-Day, when he landed in the first assault on 
Omaha Beach and, despite been pinned down by merci¬ 
less machinegun fire, led an assault team through a mine 
field to attack the German gunners. 

While based in Lyme Regis, he was given leave to 
marry his sweetheart in her home town of Feltham, Mid¬ 
dlesex, and the couple honeymooned at the Royal Lion 
in Lyme before C Company were sent to Normandy. He 
was killed in action in November 1944 in Germany. 

But he had a son, Victor Harvey Briggs III, who now 
lives in the USA and who has written to the organisers of 
the Lyme D-Day Commemorations. 

He wrote: “Many heroic men gave their lives on D- 
Day and during the campaign that followed. My father - 
who never got to see his son - was one of them. It is very 
gratifying to me that the people of Lyme are honouring 
their sacrifice and their memory. I offer my sincere 
thanks for this tribute.’

The History of Harbour Bonfield Garage 


IN June 2004 Harbour Bonfield Garage Limited was 
formed by amalgamating Bridport's two oldest fam¬ 
ily run garage businesses. 

G. Bonfield & Son was founded in 1900 by George 
Bonfield as a pedal and motorcycle shop. In 1907 
the business moved to larger workshops in West 
Street, where it remained until a move to the pres¬ 
ent premises in St Andrews Trading Estate in June 
2004. 

In the early 1930's the company affiliated to the 
Austin Motor Company and remained agents incor¬ 
porating Rover under the management of Howard 
Bonfield who took control of the business in 1977 
when his father retired. 

As a result of Rovers restructuring the agency 
ceased in 1996, however, the company continued 
to sell new and used cars and incorporated the all 
car Unipart Car Care system for service and repairs. 

Harbour Garage in West Bay was purchased in 
1947 by Mr Ray Rickard, having moved to Bridport 
from Hillingdon. 

In 1955 the Ford franchise was introduced and 
several years later a showroom was developed 
across the road, The Singer franchise was then 
added and remained until Singers'demise in the 
late sixties. This was followed by the Datsun fran¬ 
chise continuing until the 1980s. 


In 1964 Sue, Ray's daughter, joined the Company 
and subsequently became a Director, taking over the 
running of the Company in 1972. 

Harbour Bonfield was formed as a result of a need 
by both companies to modernise their businesses. 

The start of 2000 saw Ford Motor Company putting 
increasing pressure on dealers to upgrade their prem¬ 
ises. Harbour's old aircraft hanger failed to meet the 
criteria Ford had set and a decision was made to sell 
and relocate. 

During the early part of 2004 Howard also con¬ 
cluded that the West Street building had become un¬ 
suitable for today's motor industry and that sale and 
relocation was the way ahead. 

As both family owned and run businesses needed 
to move forward, the directors, all being friends, 
muted the idea of a joint venture and the seeds were 
sown. 

Premises where found on St Andrews Trading Es¬ 
tate, Bridport, and the rest as they say, is history.

■ MAY I through your columns be given the opportu¬ 
nity to place on record my sadness at the demise of 
what was, and should be a democratic town council 
that has brought the name of Lyme Regis and its resi¬ 
dents into disrepute through constant bickering and 
argument by the actions of a few elected members.

However, I am disgusted to read reports, particularly 
in the past couple of years, of some of the elected rep¬ 
resentatives who appear to be more interested in their 
own agendas for pet projects than the good of the 
town as a whole. 

Many of you will recognise from my name that I work 
for View From Newspapers and am indeed a lifelong 
friend of the editor Philip Evans, and some may suggest 
that as such have been possibly put up to write this let¬ 
ter surreptitiously. 

Nothing could be further from the truth for my father 
Gordon Broom was a town councillor in the early 1980s, 
when Philip was mayor, and I am deeply saddened at 
how the standards have dropped since his days in of¬ 


fice. Despite my father's shyness for public office, he 
was encouraged to stand by many residents who be¬ 
lieved he, and many like him were honest people that 
would do their best for the town. 

He stuck religiously to that; after all that was what you 
were elected to do and he did it as conscientiously and 
fair-mindedly as he could. 

Yes there was debate and disagreement; after all that 
is what democracy is but it never got to the level of 
sniping and the furore that appears to have been wit¬ 
nessed in the council chamber of late. Many appear to 
be acting like spoiled brats when they don't get their 
own way and forming liaisons to ensure they get what 
they want. 

They should remember that this is not their money 
they are playing with, and decisions are for the good of 
all, not the few. 

Perhaps it is time for the real local residents to put 
themselves forward like my father and many others, 
and once again become the voice of reason.

■ THE new/old mayor's justification for keeping hold of of¬ 
fice ( View From Lyme Regis , April 9th) - an external threat of 
cuts and a claim of competence to deal with it - could have 
been offered by any other councillor. 

Almost the only thing she said that sets her apart is her three 
years in office: a Catch-22 denial of everyone else's right to 
stop the concentration of power that is profoundly worrying 
to so many. 

But it's important to look at the bigger picture, not just the 
mayor. Perhaps Geoff Baker is right that some grandee or other 
up in the hills is actually running the show (or “pantomime” 
as the new/old deputy mayor would have it), as stated in his 
council sketch (April 9th). 

But setting that aside and looking again at the leaflet distrib¬ 
uted with the revised Community Plan by Lyme Regis Devel¬ 
opment Trust (LRDT) suggests problems deeper in the rubble 
of our democracy. 

This Community Plan seems to be at the heart of the new/old 
mayor’s calls for us to rally behind her: a “strategic approach”, 
which she says is “crucial in establishing a viable future for 
Lyme Regis”. 

I am pretty sure West Dorset are no longer involved, leaving 
LymeLorward as a purely Lyme Regis Town Council/Lyme 
Regis Development Trust concoction. It allows LRDT to run 
the new machinery of what they told us was “participative 
democracy”. This was supposed to invigorate, not sideline, the 
old representative model of regularly holding councillors to 
account and rotating office holders. But in the process LRDT 
has, amongst other things: 

• Proclaimed that the public has supported their study centre 
project, despite admitting that there was no information on it 
available for review at the time the public was consulted. 

• Declined to provide, when asked, a set of rules and regs on 
how the Community Plan consultation was being run. Lor ex¬ 
ample, on matters of conflict of interest (of which LRDT has 
several), or on how groups of committed enthusiasts would, 
or would not, be stopped from warping the sampling of public 
opinion. 

• Been the only organisation in LymeLorward’s existence to 
run it. 

• Provided precious little information on which of their Ly- 
meForward partners have been involved in what ways when 
policy was being shaped on what LymeForward should be 


doing or saying. 

• Maintained that councillors with links to them have acted 
independently in their council roles, but declined to provide 
an organisational map of LRDT/LymeForward with details of 
who is involved in it where, so the public can make their own 
judgments. 

• Continued in close partnerships, with councillors who have 
become steadily more secretive, thereby steadily decreasing 
opportunities for people to get involved, and with a mayor now 
clinging on to office, against both custom and widespread pub¬ 
lic wish. 

History is littered with examples of the road to greater par¬ 
ticipation arriving at increased centralisation of power. There 
are various reasons for this. One is that the breakdown of 
clearly understood structures and processes of power allows 
those with enough determination to manage for their own ends 
the resulting lack of clarity, transparency, regulation and ac¬ 
countability. 

Have we allowed that to happen here? 

It’s not necessary to name a number of individuals who have 
been in various new seats of local power for some time now 
without having been held to account in any meaningful way. 

Both they and the current councillors have done, and con¬ 
tinue to do, a number of good things; and they are not shy 
about pointing to their achievement of projects. But it’s almost 
as though they think democracy is no longer a project worth 
paying attention to. 

The way they have been maintaining their power-partner- 
ships is, as a result, losing them so many friends that they seem 
unable to do anything now but draw in around their inner cir¬ 
cle, leaving the rest of us increasingly frustrated to the point 
of bitterness. 

Sounding off on those rare occasions when these power-part¬ 
ners are obliged to listen, and voting in some new councillors 
next year, may make some of us feel a bit better. 

But beware of any new contracts for LRDT in the meantime, 
fettering new councillors with the same old domination of the 
partnership machinery - excluding while saying it's inclusive; 
declaring that participation is good, but acting as though par¬ 
ticipation for just a few participants is better.

LYME Regis Football Club will take the his¬ 
toric step of moving it's first team from the 
Perry Street & District League to the nearby 
Devon & Exeter League for the 2014-15 sea¬ 
son.
